McStudents’ Society sees red 


———_food, beverage and vending expansion led ‘to growing student deficit—

In 1975 McGill Students’ Society financially collapsed. Eight years later they have 
accumulated a debt of around $400,000. 


**The debt was built up over the last five years‘or so mainly” through the purchase of vending 
machines,’’ said Sam Kingdon, Director of the McGill Office of Physical Resources and Business 


Operations. 
This involvement in food and 


; beverage areas has two objec-- 


tives: “it provides services and 
generates revenues,’’ added 
Kingdon. 

‘In 1978, the Arts and Science 
Undergraduate Society permit- 
ted the Students’ Society to run 
vending services that had

According to Kingdon the an- 
nual changeover. of student 
faculty association leaderships 
created ‘‘a continual process of 


problems”? with private contrac-: 


tors. 

-"*Now the Students’ Society is 
responsive to their needs, 
students have some'control over 


_ the price, quality and type of 


food in their areas,’’ Kingdon 
explained. 
David: Sinyard, Students’ 


Society Vice President Finance 


*added:‘*The money stays in stu- 


dent hands, because we share 
the profits 50-50 with the 
faculties. ‘Also, our service is 


‘better, and. we create:part-time 


jobs.” 

Student” executives. are 
cautious about further expan- 
sion of their operations. 

Sinyard claims the Society is 
seeking “‘consolidation...Its ac- 
tivities: having increased so 
dramatically, it needs an oppor- 
tunity to adjust and realize its 
own size,’’he said. 

Kingdon would like to see the 
Society ‘continue to get hold of 
vending operations, and to get 
over the ‘hump’ of capital in- 
vestment: ~Once the! initial 
capital is paid off, the generated 
profits can increase programme 
activity.”

First Choice Pay-TV network 
wants to bring pornography to 
your living room.

The Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecommunica- 
tions Commission (CRTC) is 
licencing First Choice to pro- 
duce pornography for the Cana- 
dian Pay-TV audience only if it 
has ‘Canadian content.”’ 

First Choice recently signed a 
$30 million agreement with 
Playboy. Enterprises that will 
allow Canadian Playboy Bun- 
nies to romp naked across TV 
screens under the name of 
Canadian content.

According to Courtenanche, many of the women she 


knows in engineering have fathers who are engineers. 
“Because my father is an engineer, I was always exposed to 
the sciences. My father encouraged me after I showed an in- 
itial interest,” she said, 

McGill’s Dean of Engineering, Gerald Farnell states, ‘‘I 
have aclass of 80 students. I couldn’t tell you how many are

© According to Farnell, McGill ré hired no female pro- 
fessors because none have applied. 

Although: Farnell is skeptical about employment for 
‘women graduates, Dubé is confident about her future job 
opportunities. “Since a lot of companies are accused of 
discrimination, they will hire a woman over. a man if-they 
are equally qualified. Many companies have a certain quota 
of women they have to hire, but they won’t hire an un- 
qualified woman over a man just because she is a woman.’ 

* {In first year I felt that I had to prove myself over and 
over again, being in a male-dominated faculty. Now I feel 
like ‘one of the guys.’ I don’t feel intimidated at all.’’ : 

According to Farnell, women are never treated differently 
from men since ‘‘there are few dif ferences between the two 
sexes as students.” 

‘‘There are good students and poor students. Women 
might do a little better on average since the numbers are 
small and they are highly motivated. 

“If there was a prejudice, I suspect it would lean towards 
going a little easier on the marking,’ said Farnell. 

Johanne Séguin, a second-year mechanical engineering 
student, has experienced both favouritism and discrimina- 
tion from professors. 

‘The ones that are harder on you might not help you. It’s 
like you don’t belong in this world and you shouldn’t be 
here. You’re on your own.”’ 

According to second-year student Natalie Tobin, who is 
also the Plumber’s Pot Advertising Manager, ‘‘The pro- 
fessors put women under a lot-of. pressure, probably to 
prepare us for a man’s world. 

“It's probably a good thing, because I’m sure we are go- 
ing to have to deal with a lot more of this pressure once we 
enter the job market. It’s just hard to get used to in the 
beginning, You just can’t let yourself be intimidated.”’

Séguin, who applied to engineering because of her interest 
in : ‘mechanics, mathematics and the overall work—that 
engineers do,’’ says the male majority did not. affect her 
decision to enter the program last spring. 

“‘And it doesn't affect me now. Sure, it’s different having 
80 to 90 per cent men around, but I’ve gotten used to it. And 
it’s not as if it’s avant-garde anymore. Other women already 
have good reputations as engineers,” 

“I’m sure there are probably a few women who are here 
to man-hunt but most are here for the challenge of doing 
well in a traditionally male-dominated field,’ said Dubé. 

According to Séguin, ‘‘it all depends on the girl’s attitude. 
If you’re here to go out with different guys each Saturday 
night, you'll get that. But you won't last a semester. Most of 
us are here to get our degrees and that takes a lot of work. 

“I’ve been accused of coming into engineering for the 
SE but only as a joke. Most girls really don’t act like that 
at all.” 

eon Mansi, also in mechanical engineering agrees with 
Séguin. 

“The women are treated the way they want; most want to 
be treated like anyone else. Besides, not everyone is into 
serious relationships. There's just too much work.’’ 

Not only are the women harrassed less often than is com-

BDean Farnell agrees the stereotype i is more of a myth than 
a life style. 

“You'd think that being in a,group where people pride 
themselves on the beer and that hard hat, the women would 
feel isolated. Apparently, it’s not so. They don’t participate 
in all that, but then most of the male students don’t either.’ 

Even the Plumbers’ Pot, which has been attacked by the 
Woman's Union for its blatantly sexist content, ‘‘very fre-> 
quently has women on its editorial board,’’ said Farnell. 

Advertising Manager Tobin says, ‘‘If you want to be of- 
fended, you will. I wouldn’t work for it if I was offended. I : 
admit, sometimes it is degrading, but all the women know 
it’s just in jest. 

“The demand is very high for the Pot, It’s furthering the - 
image of predominantly male engineers, but it appears that 
is what people want. We can’t escape tradition.’’ 

When asked if women have any influence on the content 


of the Pot, Tobin replied, “I think we have:a bit of in- 


fluence. There are a lot of women. who write for it. If 


-something was overly degrading, I’d put my foot down and 


Bay. no, I think they'd listen, at least I hope so.”’ 
. Female enrollment in engineering bas been slowly increas- 


ing over the years, McGill’s Engineering Faculty had seven 


women in a class of 894 in 1962 (0.8 per cent), 30 of 1,248 in 
1969 (2.4 per cent), and now an of | 1967.1 in.1983 (12, 4per , 
cent). 

While the increasing numbers of women entering the field 
of engineering is encouraging, their influence in the field is 
questionable. These ‘‘girls’’ still try to perpetuate the tradi- 
tional engineering stereotype in order to fit in as “one of the 
guys’’. 

Whether female engineers can be ‘‘one of the guys’? and 
still keep their identity as women has yet to be seen.

their uncaring male doctors. 
Now, they get angry at their un- 


‘caring female doctors. 


Many women say the stan- 
dard of medical care they get is 
better, but that’s partly because 
they can explain what’s wrong 
more easily to a woman than 
they could to a man. ‘‘You trust 


. a female doctor to know what's 


right for you since you’ve been 
honest with her. When 
something goes Wrong, you’re 
more surprised — you’re shock- 
ed,’’ one patient said, 

In the consciousness raising 
of the seventies, many women 
switched from male to female 
doctors while bitterly complain- 
ing of difficulty in finding a 
doctor of their own sex. 

Finally, the problems of un- 
caring, assembly line medicine 
were over — or so the myth ran. 

One of the statistics people 
kept using was that the Soviet 
Union boasted an equal propor- 
tion of male and-female doc- 


“tors. This was proof that only 


the nasty élitist American male 
systems were keeping us from 
the caring hands of someone 
who ‘‘understood’’ what we 
went through as far as our 
medical problems were concern- 
ed.

Russia. No-one ever said 
anything to suggest that medical 
service was better in the Soviet 
Union than in North America.

Statistics show the great 
numbers of women.who flocked 
to the economic and moral safe- 
ty of the medical profession. 
One third of. all interns and 
residents in obstetrics and 
gynaecology are now women. 
Overall, one in three first year 
medical students is female. 
American statistics vary only 
minimally from their Canadian 
counterparts.

This . shift didn’t bring the 
promised humanizing influence. 
The busy timetables of all doc- 
tors, regardless of their sex, cuts 


across the feminist dream of. 


having’ caring medicine by 


women for women. Female doc- 


tors, having worked backbreak- 
ing 100 hour weeks, were still 


* held back from the prestigious 


and lucrative research positions 
that make medical careers, 
Neither were women able to 


make large improvements in 


surgery. In 1980, only about 


"five per cent of: general surgery 


residents were female. Some ex- 
perts claim this is because of the 
10 to 15 hour shifts that are 
demanded in surgery. Needless 
to say, the experts are men. 

. Women recall patronizing at- 
titudes from the surgeons they 


_ spoke with when making deci- 
sions about specialising. One . 


Toronto pediatrician said ‘‘The

school asked me about my

Other female doctors have 
not closed the door on having a 
family. To 


makes the ideal seem possible. 


If they meet.a woman pediatri- : 


cian or psychiatrist who has 


children, those areas will be at- 


tractive. Since they are far more 
likely to meet women in those 
specialties than in most others, 
they gravitate towards them. - 

One Montréal intern in 
surgery said ‘‘It’s scary to be a 
pioneer with such high visibili- 
ty. I mean, no-one refers to a 
male surgeon, do they? Yet I’m 
constantly talked about as the 
lady surgeon.’’ 

It is interesting to note that 
the medical profession still 
maintains its aura of secrecy 
and public silence. Not one of 
the doctors 
willing to have her name used in 
this article. All were willing to 
talk, as long as that condition 
was met. The rationale for this 
was that their male counter- 
parts, who only talk to the press 
about their latest scientific 


‘achievement, would look down 


on them for. ‘‘whining’’ if they 
complained publicly. 

There are presently more 
women in medicine than at any 
point since the old healing ideal 
was replaced bythe current 
medical hierarchy, But patients 
aren't convinced that this’ has 
solved all or even many of the 
ills of the system. 

Certainly, the area of 
gynaecology is one notable ex- 
ception. Whether sociatal train- 
ing is responsible for it or not, it 
is a good deal easier to discuss 
gynaecological problems with a 
woman than with a man.

It may take several years to 


_assess the impact of women in 


the medical profession. Many 
experts argue that the profes- 
sion has been humanized and 
Strengthened by the presence of 
women. 

If there is any lesson to be 
learned, it is that good medical 
practise is not the exclusive 
prerogative of one sex. As long 
as women go through the 
rigorously academic training 


that exists at present, a scientific, 


university background will be 
the basis by which our society 
selects its doctors. That educa- 


tion has very little to do with a 


normal human lifestyle. The
